Resolution Likely to be Adopted by 


• House Foreign Affairs Com in It- 


tee. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 20. At tomorrow's 


meeting of the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs the principal matter un- 
der discussion will be thu attitude to lie 
n.ssurned by this government toward the 
Cuban insurgents.

studies. Many of tbe law schools now 
require preliminary examinations, and 
after the pre-sent; year the possession of a 
collegiate degree "111 bo necessary on 
the part of students entering the Har- 
vard Luw Sjhool as candidates for the 
degree of LL. D. Students not having 
such a decree may enter as special stu- 
dents, and on attaining a rank live 
per cent. less than that required for 
honors, may eutitle'tlicmseives to gradu- 
ation. 


There can be no question that the law- 


yer of to-day needs a much broader and 
more scientific education than was re- 
quired fifty or even thirty years ago, 
lo enable him to discharge properly the 
duties of his profession, and it is the 
duty of the profession as a whole, in Its 
own Interest as well as in the interest of 
the public, to see tbat an adequate edu- 
cation it} furnished. The impulse must 
come from within, and whatever the pro- 
fession as a whole demands, will be fur- 
nished. An Incompetent and ignorant at- 
torney is n reproach as well as a menace 
to the profession. His mistakes not only 
add unnecessary burdens to clients, but 
cloe the wheels of justice with cases 
which a Better knowledge of the law 
would have 
adjusted outside of the- 


judicial forum. 


As the State Bar Association, estab- 


lished to promote the study of jurispru- 
dence and to advance the Interest of tho 
profession, the question of legal educa- 
tion should have for us a special inter- 
est, and should be considered with refer- 
ence to our local needs and situation. 


I should say that in addition to the 


branches of private and public law now 
recognized as irAllspceisablet, the course 
ot legal studk'S should be e>nlurged by 
the addition of the history of lav;, com- 
parative jejrltprudeuce, the civil law,gen- 
eral constitutional lan-,ier.d that increased 
attention should ho paid to federal juris- 
prudence aeid procedure. 
All 
these 


studifs are now pursued in our best law 
schools. The suggestion of such an e«- 
largemeeit of the course is likely at Hr-t 
thought to seem impracticable*, nnd if 
the conditions attending the study ef the 
law in our State are to continue unim- 
pre,ve:d, it is likely to remain for a long 
time an unrealized ideal; and this brings 
.ne naturally to the question, What im- 
provement in methods of legal ntudy arc 
necessary? Situated as we are in this 
titnte, there has been but one way open 
to law students to obtain a leg<il educa- 
tion, and that is, by study in soreee law 
illloc. While theoretically the student 
Is supposed to' receive the supervision 
and direction of the lawyer with whom 
he studies, we know how little attention 
In fact he receives from his superiors in a 
busy ofllce. 


That study In a law office alonr, In the 


opinion ot both the profession and of 
students, Is no longer an adequate pre- 
paration for the pructlce of law,is shown 
by the rapid growth of American law 
schools, within a few years. 
In 1380 


there were in the United States Ufly law 
tchoeild, with an attendance of 
3,DOG 


students, of whom 008 had collegiate 
degrees. 
In 1S95, the number of .law 


schools had increased to. 72, with an at- 
tendance of 8,641 students, of whom 
1,783 possessed collegiate degrees. 
I 


Tleesc statistics shoir the rapid arc will 


of law schools, and guage somewhat the 
sentime'nt of the profession as to the im- 
portant part they are taking In legal edu- 
cation. 


Of tbe seventy-two law schools now 


existing, twenty require a threu years 
course of study, and the time, I tblnk. 
Is not far distant, when less than thiel 
time will be considered inadequate for 
any proper preparation for active profes- 
sional woik. It may be tbat the time Ii 
not yet rlj e to ask the legislature of thh 
State to lengthen by another year thf 
tlene during which students shall be re- 
quired jto carry on their studies before 
being admitted to (he bar. 
But I believe 


that tbe best Interests of the professloi 
will be promote! by suet a change. 


Tfiere Is oeie other matter which shouk 


be considered ' In connection with im- 
provemenu in legal education, aud thai 
is, tbe method of conducting examina- 
tions for the. bar. 


The change II at I think could be 


adopted trith ,ae vantage in our owr 
State Is, that examinations for the whole 
State should bole >mmltlcd to a single 
board of examh ere, whose terms ol 
,oflke ihnuld be li sed, ane) extend ovei 
several yearj1, to t e selected from prac- 
titioners ol exper once and standing, ane 
the appointments to be BO regulated that 
there bhould always be upon the boarc 
men ot experience In the work. The 
board might be appointed .as under the 
present etutnte, by the Chief Justice of 
the Supreme, Court, nnd Its expense! 
could be met by tho fees paid by candi- 
dates on admission to the bar. Thi: 
change It notao radical as to offend the 
sentiments of the bar, and would de 
much, If we may \uige by the experience 
ot two Statei In which It hug been tried 
to elevate the moral and Intcllectua 
standard of the profession In oar plate.
